SUMMARY: PATRIOTIC FRONT LEADER JOSHUA NKOMO TOLD DANES ZAPUIS WIL- 
LING TO ATTEND A ROUND TABLE CONFERENCE OF ALL PARTIES BUT THAT HE 
IS SKEPTICAL OF ANY PRODUCTIVE RESULTS. HE PREDICTS THE FIGHTING 
WILL HAVE TO CONTINUE. NKOMO'S OFTEN HARSH REMARKS WERE INTERPRETED 
IN MORE MODERATE TONES BY HIS ASSOCIATES WHO TOLD THE DANES THAT 
ZAPU'S REAL PROBLEM WITH THE ANGOLO- AMERICAN PLAN IS THE "POLICE 
ISSUE.” THE DANES WERE STARTLED BY NKOMO'S HOSTILITY TO THE WEST, 

BUT NEVERTHELESS COMMITTED THEMSELVES TO SLIGHTLY INCREASED FINAN- 
CIAL ASSISTANCE TO THE PATRIOTIC FRONT. END SUMMARY. 
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1 . MFA POLITICAL DIRECTOR OLE BIERRING CALLED IN THE AMB TO BRIEF 
HIM ON ZAPU LEADER JOSHUA NKOMO'S VISIT TO DENMARK JUNE 21-24. 

AMB PREVIOUSLY PASSED INFO CONTAINED IN STATE 135944 TO KEY DANISH 
OFFICIALS WHO HAD CONTACT WITH NKOMO.) DURING HIS VISIT AS GUEST OF 
THE GOVERNING SOCIAL DEMOCRATIC PARTY. NKOMO SAW FORMIN K.B. 
ANDERSEN, DEP FORMIN LISE OSTERGAARD, AND THE HEAD OF THE DANISH AID. 

2. BIERRING WAS NOT PRESENT DURING NKOMO'S BRIEF COURTEST CALL ON 
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FONMIN ANDERSEN BUT WAS TOLD THAT NKOMO WAS "MORE RELAXED AND 
FORTHCOMING" THAN HE WAS IN HIS SUBSEQUENT 90-MIN MEETING WITH DEP. 
FONMIN OSTERGAARD WHICH BIERRING DID ATTEND. 

3. BIERRING SAID NKOMO PAINTED A DISCOURAGING PICTURE. NKOMO 
STATED THAT ZAPU IS WILLING TO ATTEND A ROUND TABLE CONFERENCE WITH 
ALL PARTIES BUT THAT HE FORESEES THE TIME APPROACHING WHEN TALKS 
WILL SERVE NO PURPOSE AND, THUSE. THE FIGHTING WILL HAVE TO GO ON. 

4. NKOMO VOLUNTEERED HIS PERCEPTIONS OF THE WESTERN 

POSITON ON ZIMBABAWE AND SOUTH AFRICA, SAYING THAT THE WEST HAD 
BEEN TOO SLOW IN MEETING AFRICAN DEMANDS. NOW THE WEST'S SOLU- 
TIONS ARE LAST MINUTE ATTEMPTS TO ESTABLISH "INDPENDENCE OF A 
SPECIAL BRAND": THAT IS. THE SOLUTIONS ARE AIMED ONLY AT KEEPING 
THE NEW INDEPENDENT STATES UNDER WESTERN CONTROL. 

5. BIERRING REMARKED THAT THE DANES WERE "SHOCKED" BY NKOMO'S 
IDEOLOGICAL DIATRIBES AGAINST THE WEST. DEP FONMIN OSTERGAARD 
TRIED TO SET NKOMO STRAIGHT ON THE WESTERN ATTITUDES AND EX- 
PLAINED AS WELL DANISH AID POLICY, NKOMO THEN "BACKED DOWN" SOMEWHAT. 

6. THE OTHER ZAPU MEMBERS ACCOMPANYING NKOMO TOOK A MORE MODERATE 
TONE AND TRIED IN PRIVATE CONVERSATIONS TO PLAY DOWN NKOMO'S RE- 
MARKS. PARTICULARLY ZAPU'S VICE PRESIDENT, CHINENGA, ATTEMPTED TO 
CORRECT THE IMPRESSION HIS CHIEF HAD LEFT. BIERRING ASKED THEM ABOUT 
ZAPU'S REAL PROBLEM WITH THE ANGLO-AMERICAN PLAN. HE WAS TOLD. 

"THE POLICE." ZAPU OBJECTS TO THE POLICE BEING GIVEN FREE REIN 
SHOULD THE INTERNAL FORCES BE DIMILITARIZED AND THE EXTERNAL 
GUERRILLAS DISARMED. ZAPU ACCEPTS THE EXISTENCE OF THE POLICE FORCE 
BUT WANTS EITHER EACH POLICEMAN TO BE SECONDED BY A GUERRILLA OR THE 
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ENTIRE FORCE TO BE SUPERVISED BY A SPECIAL BRANCH OF THE UN 
PEACEKEEPING FORCE. BIERRING OBSERVED THAT NKOMO HIMSELF HAD NOT 
MENTIONED THIS IT ALL. 

7. NKOMO COMPLAINED THAT DANISH ASSISTANCE TO ZAPU IS NOT VISIBLE 
ENOUGH. ZAPU WANTS THE MONEY CHANNELED TO IT DIRECTLY RATHER THAN 
THROUGH VARIOUS HUMANITARIAN ORGANIZATIONS. OSTERGAARD EXPLAINED 
THAT DOMESTIC POLITICAL PRESSURES PREVENT THE DANISH GOVT FROM 
DOING AS NKOMO WISHES. 

8. FORMIN ANDERSEN ASKED NKOMO FOR HIS VIEWS ON CUBAN INVOLVEMENT IN 
AFRICA. NKOMO RIDICULED THE WESTERN FEAR OF THE CUBAN PRESENCE 

(SEE REF B FOR NKOMO'S PUBLIC STATEMENTS RE THE CUBANS). NEVERTHE- 
LESS. NKOMO MADE A POINT OF ASSURING THE DANES THAT ZAPU INTENDS 
TO FIGHT ITS LIBERATION WAR ON ITS OWN, WITHOUT EXTERNAL SUPPORT. 

NKOMO SAID THAT OTHER AFRICAN COUNTRIES HAD OFFERED TO SEND THEIR 
YOUNG MEN TO SUPPLEMENT THE PATRIOTIC FRONT FORCES, BUT THAT HE 
HAD DECLINED THE OFFER. 

9. BIERRING CLOSED BY SAYING THAT NKOMO HAD SEEMED "TIRED AND 
DISILLUSIONED." AND THAT IT WAS DIFFICULT TO SHARE THE BRITISH VIEW 
OF HIM AS THE STRONGEST BLACK LEADER ON THE RHODESIAN SCENE. 

BIERRING ADDED THAT, CONTRARY TO HIS EXPECTATIONS, NKOMO HAD COME 
ACCROSS AS FAR MORE RADICAL THAN ZANU LEADER ROBERT MUGABE WHO 
VISITED HERE LAST SEPT (REF C). FURTHERMORE, DESPITE NKOMO'S 
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TRUCULENCE, HIS OFTEN INCOHERENT REMARKS LEFT AN IMPRESSION OF WEAK 
NESS. 

10. COMMENT: THE DANES WERE CLEARLY UNCOMFORTABLE WITH NKOMO'S 
BLUSTERING. NEVERTHELESS, DESPITE PROBLEMS WITH NKOMO'S STYLE, 

THEY REMAIN COMMITTED TO MODEST ASSISTACE TO ZIMBABWE. OF THIS 
YEAR'S REQUESTED 14.9 MILLION KRONER APPROPRIATION FOR HUMANITA- 
RIAN ASSISTANCE IN ALL PARTS OF THE WORLD, THE DANES HAVE ALLOTED 
1.7 MILLION ( APPROX US $300,000) FOR ZIMBABAWE. THE MONEY COMES 
FROM A SO-CALLED ' APARTHEID FUND" APPROPRIATION WHICH IS MEANT TO 
PROVIDE ASSISTANCE TO AFRICAN "FREEDOM FIGHTERS." THE ASSISTANCE 
IS ALLOCATED AMONG THE LUTHERAN WORLD SERVICE, THE WORLD COUNCIL OF 
CHURCHES AND SEVERAL UN PROG 

RAMS. EXCEPT FOR THE DIRECT GRANT TO THE UN, THE FUNDS ARE 
TRANSLATED INTO GOODS DISTRIBUTED BY THE TWO RELIGIOUS ORGANIZATIONS 
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TO DESTITUTE BLACKS IN ZIMBABWE AS WELL AS ZIMBABWAN REFUGEES IN 
MOZAMBIQUE, ZAMBIA, AND BOTSWWANA. DEAN 
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
